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Most on Chouteau Island seek buyout 


Most Chouteau Island residents affected by the 
record summer flooding of 1993 hope for a govern- 
ment buyout of their property. 

Thirty-nine of the 42 families who formerly lived 
on the island have signed petitions asking the 
Madison County and federal governments to buy 
out property ruined when a levee broke July 8 on 
the northwest side of the island 

The island is situated between the Mississippi 
River and the river’s main channel here, the eight- 
mile-long Chain of Rocks Canal. 

“If there’s going to be a buyout, the county’s got 
to sponsor it,” County Administrator Jim Monday 
said, referring to federal rules that require the 


county to pay 25 percent of any buyout costs. The 
federal government would pick up the remaining 
75 percent 

“It's at the staff level right now and they're 
looking into it,"” Monday said 

“We're months ay from any kind of cost esti- 
mate. If a buyout to go ahead, we would have 
to have appraisals of each individual piece of 
property." 

The total assessed value of taxable property in 
Chouteau Township is $59,036,000, most of which is 
located on the mainland, according to the coun 
Supervisor of Assessments Office. A breakdown of 
the amount of taxable property on the island itself 


was not available. 

Only three of the 42 homes escaped the flood 
with less than 50 percent damage, said Chouteau 
Township Supervisor Patricia Polley 

Under Federal Emergency Management Agency 
regulations, residents whose property suffered 50 
percent or more damage would have to raise 
homes and other buildings on stilts to protect them 
from future floodwaters. 

No one has been allowed to move back since the 
Mississippi River ravaged the island, located adja- 
cent to the Interstate 270 highway and bridges 
The highway remained open throughout the high 
water but many buildings on the island had only

After seeking the death of a 
Granite y pit bull that 
attacked a young child last 
spring, an Alton family filed a 
16-count civil suit last week 
against the dog’s owner and 
Granite City officials. 

The lawsuit, filed Thursday in 
the Madison County Third Cir- 
cuit Court at Edwardsville, asks 
for more than $240,000 in dam- 
ages from five defendants, 
including the dog's owner, 
James Pourdas of Granite City; 
his landlord, Nicholas Pourdas; 
City Inspector Vincent Scrum, 
City Clerk Robert Stevens; and 
the municipality 

Three-year-old Brandon Pratt 
was seriously injured when the 
pit bull suddenly attacked him 
on May 13 in the alley between 
Madison Avenue and Iowa Street 
in the 2600 block. 

According to an injunction 
request filed that month, bite 
wounds to Brandon's left arm 
and shoulder required 200 stitch-

More than two months after they were laid off, 
seven employees of the Granite City Township 
assessor's office have still not received pay for the 
overtime hours they accumulated. 

The Town Board voted 10-6 Tuesday night to 
increase the township assessor's 1993-94 budget by 
$58,444 to $377,444 from $319,000 following a hearing 
earlier that evening. 

Assessor Darlene Laub had requested a budget 
of $420,606 for the year, but the Town Board 
approved only $319,000 when it initially adopted a 
budget Sept. 7. 

The township's fiscal year began March 1 and 
ends Feb. 28, 1994.

Madison County State's Attor- 
ney Bill Haine Said Friday he 
éxpected charges to be filed by 
Tuesday afternoon. : 

The third and last suspect is 
currently in custody in the Madi- 
son County Jail on an unrelated 
parole-violation allegation.

Haine declined to comment on 
the exact nature of the develop- 
ments, except to say they “may

ROSEWOOD HEIGHTS — Parents and 
school officials were taking extra precautions 
Friday after a 12-year-old girl reported an 
attempted abduction from her South Ninth 
Street neighborhood 

The Roxana Junior High School 
seventh-grader told authorities she threw her 
books and ran from a man who got out of a 
white pickup truck about 7 a.m. Thursday as 
she waited for a school] bus. The man 
grabbed her by the arm and tried to pick her 
up, but she managed to run to her home in 
the 200 block of South Ninth 

News of the abduction attempt prompted 
many parents to pick up children after 
school Thursday or to wait at neighborhood 
bus stops for children returning home 

“It's scary,"' said Connie Andersen, the 
mother of two schoolchildren in the South 
Ninth Street neighborhood. 

“We've always talked about how 
you have to be, but you never know 
said, waiting for her 15-year-old daughter's 
bus. 

Andersen said her daughter Julie normally 
carries a key and lets herself into the house 
after school, but she did not know how 
frightened the girl and her younger brother 
arriving on a later bus might be. 

“Something can happen so quickly. We 
saw all the police this morning and didn't 
know what happened until later," she said. 

“This little girl was lucky, but something 
can happen so quick! 

Madison County authorities are 
downplaying any possible connections 
between the reported abduction attempt and 
two murder in St. Louis County 

“We don't it’s connected to the cases 
in Missouri. If it is bona fide, it’s probably a 
totally isolated incident,'’ Madison County 
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Gary Stroud Granite City 
“Artificial, because it is easier 
to take care of.”

Sheriff Bob Churchich said. 

Churchich said deputies notified the Major 
Case Squad immediately after the report to 
see if there were any connections to the 
Missouri murders of Angie Housman and 
Cassidy Senter. Officials also compared 
notes with St. Louis County authorities, but

Police in St. Louis County formed a new 
task force of investigators after discovering 
Cassidy’s body in a vacant lot Thursday. She 
had been missing since Dec. 1. Angie was 
found dead in St. Charles County nine days 
after her Nov. 18 abduction. 

“People are still working on the 
(Rosewood Heights) case,” Lt. Conrad Baetz 
of the Madison County Sheriff's Department 
said Friday 

“We do not have any vehicles or any 
drivers in custody. We have a partial license 
plate but to say that it has been traced to a 
Creve Coeur driver would not be accurate," 
he said 

Sheriff's Deputy Ronald Veizer said 
authorities are getting a number of calls 
about the white truck. 

“Everybody's been seeing the truck ali the 
way to Belleville. We're sifting through the 
reports and checking everything out,” he 
said Friday. 

‘We're doing the best we can.” 

School officials said parents are reacting 
to the publicity by taking extra care. 

Julie Andersen said the abduction was all 
her classmates at Roxana High School talked 
about Thursday. Some parents were calling 
the school offering to take any students 
home who needed a ride, she said. 

“Some girls were crying and didn’t want 
to come home,"’ she said.

along the way, and bus drivers were making 
sure students were dropped off close to their 
homes to avoid a long walk, she said. 

“I never used to think about going places 
by myself, but now I’m not going anywhere 
alone,” the sophomore said 

A letter sent home by Superintendent 
Charles Conner reported the attempted 
abduction and reminded parents and 
students to avoid panic. 


Conner said authorities had interviewed 
the girl, her mother, junior high school 
students and school employees and were 
treating the reported attempted abduction as 
valid. His letter was aimed at informing 
parents. 


“This was not a knee-jerk response. We 
wanted to convey the safety information and 
thought it would be the appropriate time for 
parents to have a conversation with their 
children." 

Roxana schools had a number of calls 
from parents and were taking extra 
precautions, Conner said 

“It would not be human nature if we did 
not try to intensify our efforts,”’ he said 

School officials all over the area are seeing 
strong reactions on the part of parents. 

“The schools have been swamped by calls, 
and many parents are sitting on the street 
corners and following the buses,’’ Bethalto 
Detective Alan Winslow said 

Sgt. Mike Griffin of the Bethalto Police 
Department has been going into classrooms 
talking about staying safe by staying with 
the group. 

“T think the kids are listening. Some have 
plans of what to do in an abduction 
situation,”’ Winslow said

“They're a great cross-section 
of humanity: black and white, 
men and women, young and old, 
city and farm people, and every 
occupation imaginable,”” Longo 
said. *‘The most delightful 
people have shared their stories 
with me.” 

‘The author is especially 
attracted to apparitions with 
multiple witnesses. ‘*I love to get 
stories where more than one 
person has seen the ghost,"’ he 
said 

The five home-health workers 
caring for the elderly brother 
and sister didn’t realize at first 
they'd all seen and heard things 
in the Victorian home 

“As so often happens, they 
didn’t talk about their 
experiences,’’ Longo said. ‘‘It 
went on a long time before they 
compared notes.” 

Longo hasn't seen any of the 
apparitions described in his 
books, but one thing he does

Horton said Bellcoff had agreed 
to the request without asking the 
City Council. 

Horton accused Bellcoff of giv- 
ing away public property without 
council approval. The aldermen 
succeeded in having the request 
tabled 

On Tuesday, Nighohossian sug- 
gested that the city could have 
the street appraised to obtain its 
fair market value. But he said 
that, since the city would retain 
its easements there, the property 
would not be worth very much 

The aldermen voted to obtain 
an appraisal and bring the 
request back at the next meet- 
ing. 

Soe Garcia of the Madison 
Khoury League asked that the 
league be allowed to lease the 
12th Street diamond *‘‘for a nomi- 
nal fee, say $1” for its bantam 
and midget baseball leagues 

He said the move would save 
the city money because the 
league would take over mainte- 
nance of the diamond and the 
facility would be covered by the 
league’s liability insurance. 

Garcia said that, if the lease 
was approved, the league 
planned to make improvements 
to the site, including baseball 
dugouts and bathroom facilities 


He said the league would 
agree to make the field available 
to other leagues, such as soccer 
and flag football, during the 
Khoury League’s off-season 

Nighohossian said the city has 
the right to lease or sell its prop- 
erty, but. that an Illinois 
Supreme Court ruling made it 
clear that public property 
designed for public recreational 
use cannot be leased or sold for 
private use 

“That block (the 12th Street 
diamond) is owned by the citi- 
zens of the city for use by all the 
citizens in the city,’’ Nighohos- 
sian said 

“T don’t think you can lease it 
to anyone for their exclusive 
use. I know that Mr. Garcia said 
other groups would be allowed to 
use it, but if it is leased (to the 
league) the authority for its use 
would “belong to the league, not 
the city."” 

Nighohossian said that it may 
be possible to lease ‘‘a block of 
time’ to the Khoury League, but 
the remainder of the time should 
belong to the city 

He said he was sure the 
Khoury League is a deserving 
organization with good inten- 
tions, but asked — if the lease 
was granted — what the ci 
would do when another deserv 
ing group with good intentions 
wanted to lease the Third Street 
diamond or one of the city’s rec- 
reation centers. 

“T don't think you want to set 
this kind of precedent,”' he said 

Alderman Eleanor Armour 
asked, if that was true, why the 
Kerr McGee request wasn't also 
a bad precedent. 

“What if some other company 
who has made donations to the 
city wants us to give it a 
street?" she asked. 

Nighohossian said a park is 
designed for recreational use 
and, if it is being used for recre- 
ational use, citizens have a right 
to continue to use it. 

He said the part of the street 
in question is no longer in gener 
al use. 

The City Council voted to have 
Garcia and the Khoury League 
meet with the city’s Building 
and Lands Committee to deter- 
mine exactly when the league 
would need the ball diamond and 
work out some sort of agree- 
ment.

J. Thomas Long said in a news 
release that he remains “‘abso-

Chappell’s retirement marks end of an era

When Granite City golf coach Russ 
Chappell stepped down at the end of the 
season, he left behind a program on the 
rise — a fitting end to a long and 
successful career. 

While Chappell’s team failed‘ to make it 
to the state tournament for the second 
straight year, the Warriors turned a 
potential rebuilding campaign into a 
season to remember. And considering the 
Warriors lost just one senior player, the 
outlook for next year appears even 
brighter 


CHAPPELL, WHO IS retiring at the 
end of the school year, has spent the past 
20 years coaching golf in Granite City. He 
began this season with a record turnout 
of 48 golfers, and he leaves at a time 
when the rewards could be as great as 
ever. Instead, he sees it as leaving the 
game on top. 

“I think any coach in any sport feels 
good when they leave on an upbeat note,” 
Chappell said. “If you leave the program 
at a bad time, you haven't really done 
your job. I feel good about the program. 
The new person can do whatever they 
want.”” 

Chappell's successor will have an 
experienced team to work with next year 
The Warriors have five returning juniors: 
Ken Felty, Greg Bixler, Ryan Szymarek, 
Ryan Duft and John Green. 

With just one returning senior this year, 
Matt Ruder, Chappell expected to rebuild. 
But the Warriors advanced to the 
Taylorville Sectional and established a 
foundation for next year. 

The leading candidate to replace 
Chappell, Boone Chaney, has served as 
the Warriors’ assistant coach since 1933. 
Chaney formerly coached at Granite City 
South and has spent a total of 15 years 
coaching the sport in the district. 


CHANEY ENJOYED watching Chappell 
fit in a state tournament appearance and 
a sectional berth over the past two years. 

“The last two years have been the most 
successful,'’ Chaney said. ‘‘It's great. 
There are a lot of coaches that doesn’t 
happen to. You always hope to get those 


groups. 

“He will be missed. It’s been a good 
program. He put in a lot of years of hard 
work.” 

Chappell has compiled a 242-183-10 
record in dual meets. The high point of 
his career came last year, when the 


Warriors made their first trip to the state 
tournament in school history. Senior 
golfers Gabe Mitchell, Jon Duft, Steve 
Rains and P.J. Hamilton led the way to a 
school-record 20 wins. 

Amazingly, the four golfers did not take 
up the game until their sophomore year. 

ey provided Chappell his first and final 
state tournament appearance 





“I GUESS THAT was the culmination 
of it all,” Chappell said. “They just fell in 
love with the game and took off running 
with it. That was just a good group of 
athletes who were very competitive. With 
all due respect to the other teams, that 
had to be the best one I had."" 

Chappell initially considered making 
last year his final season, but he decided 
otherwise. He is now glad he did. The 
Warriors went 20-4-1 this year with a 
young group of players. 

Granite City won its first 11 matches 
and recorded memorable victories over 
Edwardsville and Mascoutah. But the 
Warriors appeared to be a year away 
Inconsistent play near the end of the 
season spoiled a strong start. 

“It was a pleasant surprise,’’ Chappell 
said. “I was impressed. I wasn't happy 
with the team, but the kids played well as 
individuals.” 

Chappell’s retirement will not only end 
an era of golf in Granite City, it will close 
out 30 years of coaching. Chappell has 
coached several sports over the years in 
Granite City, including football, baseball 
and golf. He began teaching and coaching 
in the district in the early 1960s 








CHAPPELL WAS A football coach each 
fall from 1964 until 1974, the year boys 
golf became a fall sport. During his days 
on the gridiron, Chappell was in chargé 
of the junior varsity program 

“T coached a lot of football,” Chappell 
said. ‘We had some excellent sophomore 
teams. We had some good teams in the 
late 60s and early 70s."" 

In 1974, Chappell coached golf in the 
spring and then switched to golf for good 
in the fall. 

At North, Chappell led the Steelers to 
winning seasons in 1977-79. Among his top 
players were his son, Russell Chappell, 
Dan Hai , George Bartz, Red Smith, 
Scott Robertson, Chris Andrews, Rob 
Fyalka and Mike Sella.

Saving stroke roots tradition of cheesecake -- 


The history of cheesecake, the 
ultimate milchig (dairy) dessert, 
can be traced to Hanukkah cele- 
brations during medieval times.

Ages it became customary to eat 
cheesecake in memory of the 
widow Judith. Legend has it that 
Judith served the Assyrian gen- 
eral Holofernes cheesecakes and 
wine which he feasted on so 
heavily that he fell asleep 
Judith beheaded him and saved 
the Jews from death. 

Her research shows Judith’s 
versions were probably rather 
lumpy and tasted more like 
savory cheese pancakes because 
they were made from the curd 
of soured cream that was hung 
from a bag and allowed to drain. 

“The cheesecake's taste and 
historical significance, however, 
grew over the years,"” Nathan 
Says. “The Jews carried cheese- 
cake recipes to all the places of 
their wanderings.”" 

Today, some Jewish families 
honor Judith by serving cheese 
latkes (pancakes) during Hanuk- 
kah while others prefer rugelach 
(a cream cheese cookie). Anoth- 
er option is a more traditional 
baked cheesecake.

| orfolk Island Pines 
are attractive little 

4 houseplants that 
receive a ton of attention 
during the holidays. Why? 
Because of their small size, 
they can be used as real live 
miniature Christmas trees. 


For those with space 
limitations and the desire for 
a live tree, the Norfolk Island 
Pine is just the ticket. 


They're not only used as 
Christmas trees, either. They 
make nice plants for any 
occasion. 


The Norfolk Island Pine 
(Araucaria heterophylla) is a 
rather slow grower. It 
averages about six inches a 
year and can reach a height 
of six feet or so. Because it 
has a tendency to bend 
toward a light source, it 
should be rotated frequently 
to maintain a symmetrical 
shape. 


They prefer medium light, 
such as from an east or west 
window. If they don’t receive 
enough light, their branches 
tend to droop. Norfolk Island 
Pines grow best in a well- 
drained potting soil and 
should be watered when the 
top inch or two of the soil 
dries. They can be fed with 
any houseplant fertilizer 
every two weeks from April 
to September, according to 
the label directions.
